This can be 
dne not only by restricting the exten¬ 
sion of credit but by concentrating on 
and pushing standard, advertised 
brands of merchandise, provided they 
give you a fair profit. Every merchant 
has found from experience that staple 
lines move faster and sell with less 
effort than lines that are less fre¬ 
quently called for. Standard goods 
are readily accepted by the customer, 
and hence the clerk can wait on a 
greater number per day. By utilizing 
the selling help usually furnished by 
he manufacturer of well known goods, 
by the use of window displays, store 
nd counter displays, and cuts in the 
local newspapers, he can stimulate his 
vqjume of business, all of the great-

HORSES BRANDED 


THE PRICE PROBLEM 


Merchants everywhere, especially 
those doing business in the samll 
country towns, are asking “How can 
we meet the problems forced upon us 
by the high and rising prices of mer¬ 
chandise?” 

A large number have been unable to 
meet these problems successfully and 
have been forced to go oyt of business 

The most serious of the problems 
confronting the dealer on account of 
the high prices is probably the in¬ 
creasing demands for capital to main¬ 
tain his stock and conduct his busi¬ 
ness 

There are three practical methods of 
meeting these problems, which any 
dealer can supply to his own business. 

In the first place the dealer should 
restrict the extension of credit to his 
customers. The dealer who feels 
that he is under obligation to finance 
his customers, and do it gratuitionsly, 
has a misconception of the functions 
of a retail merchant. He is confusing 
his functions with those of the banker 
There is no more reason why he 
should fuyiish the capital for him to 
do business on. If the dealer should 
suggest such an idea to his customers^ 
they would be prompt in advising him f 
to go to the bank for his capital, and 
they would be right in doing so. 

And so is the dealer right in insist¬ 
ing that his costo-mers patronize the 
bank, for this is its proper functoin. 

No apologies to the customer are 
necessary for refusing to extend cre¬ 
dit. It is only straight out and out 
business. 

It is to the advantage of the dealer 
in a number of ways. Instead of hav- ! 
ing from $1,000 to $10,000 on his books 
as many dealers constantly do, he has 
this capital free to work for him. He 
can take advantage of his cash dis¬ 
counts, which in itself represents a 
considerable addition to his profits in 
the course of a year. It avoids the 
possibility of losses through bad debts 
from irresponsible credit customers 
or as a result of sickness or death on 
their part, or their moving out of the 
community. He has a smaller amount 
\pt capital involved, and hence need 
not charge off such a large amount for 
interest on capital. And all these ad¬ 
vantages result in a decreased cost of 
doing business and greater profits. 

Furthermore, the cleaner the 
dealer’s collections the sounder the 
business, the better the inventory and 
the better the showing on the balance 
sheet, which means a better showing 
to the bank, and a greater goodwill 
value to a prospective buyer. | 

It is to the advantage of the cus- j 
tomer in two ways. In the first place 
it will curb any tendency to extrava¬ 
gance which results from too easy 
credit. It will make him a more care¬ 
ful buyer. And in the second place, 
he will benefit indirectly from the 
dealer’s decreased cost of doing busi¬ 
ness on a cash basis. 

The second practical method of 
meeting the high prices is for the deal 
er to carry smaller stocks, and hence 
require less capital. There are few 
dealers who cannot cut down the size 
of their stocks by a very considerable 
amount—some of them at least half— 
by buying a few brands in each line, 
and buying in small quantities and 
oftener. If dealers will analyze their 
their stocks carefully most of them 
will find a number of off-brands of 
slow-moving, non-standard merchan¬ 
dise which they could eliminate from 
their stock and release the money tied 
up in them. Any merchant can satis¬ 
fy the demands of his trade with a few 
good well-known standard brands. By

PARTICIPATION CERTIFICATES 


CAYTLE' BRANDED 


Following the announcement that 
the wheat board is now ready to pay 
to those farmers holding wheat par¬ 
ticipation certificates a porton of the 
balance of the money due them -on the 
sale of last years crop, there has been 
a general movement on the part of 
holders to realize on tlielr paper. 

The manner of payment to farmers 
is one that should be made perfectly 
fclear. Payments will be made through 
any western branch of a chartered 
bank. The holder of a participation 
certificate should go to his own looal 
bank, present his certificates and the 
bank will make collection for, him 
charging him the sum of 15c. per cer¬ 
tificate for so doing. These certifi¬ 
cates are to be collected by all the 
western bank branches and forwarded 
to Winnipeg. The government pays 
the money to their bank office at Win¬ 
nipeg and It is distributed from there 
to the local branches which in turn 
distributes it to the farmers, at the 
same time giving them back their cer¬ 
tificates. Later it is hoped although 
we have not yet seen it actually prom 
ised, there will be a further -and final 
•payment of any balance. It is gener¬ 
ally understood that the entire balance 
to be realized by the redempton of 
these paticipation certificates was to 
be paid on or before the end of next 
October. It is not so long now until 
that time will arrive. As it is by the 
method of payment being followed the 
farmers are evidently to be stung a 
,second time for a 15c. collection com¬ 
mission on each certificate. What It 
will figure to per bushel all depends 
on the size of the load sold by the 
farmer at the elevator. The smaller 
the load the greater the proportion of 
the sale price lifted from the pocket 
of the producer. Why could not the 
government have waited the few 
weeks left for the time when they 
could have paid the whole in a lump 
sum and thus saved the farmer the 
little which in many cases will mean 
much to him?”

General Canning 

& Jam Making 

By “MAPLE LEAP” 

Fruit for canning should be fresh, 
firm, of good quality and not over¬ 
ripe. 

Making the . syrup—Weigh sugar to 
equal one third of the weight of fruit 
and for each pound of sugar add 
three cups of water, boil sugar and 
water to make a thin syrup, and a lit¬ 
tle salt as it will require less sugar. 

Preparing the fruit—Large fruits 
i such as plums, prunes, apricots and 
peaches should be washed, but berries 
should not. 

Halve plums, prunes and peaches to 
remove stones. 

To skin peaches—Pour boiling wat¬ 
er over them and let soak for ten 
minutes, strain, pour cold water over 
them and skin with the hands. 

Pack tightly in jars, set the jars in 
a pan of hot water and fill them quite 
full with syrup; screw or place covers 
on loosely, place jars in warm water 
up to the neck in kettle or boiler. 
Put on the stove and bring gradually

to a boil; for berries of any kind and 
cherries boil 10 to 15 minutes, for 
large fruits boil 20 minutes, then re¬ 
move jars from kettle and screw lids 
tightly. 

Jam Making 

The method given below lis very 
simple and at the same time pre¬ 
serves the natural flavor and color of 
the fruit much better than other com¬ 
monly used methods. 

The various fruits are to be pre¬ 
pared as required. 

Strawberries are to be hulled . rasp¬ 
berries, loganberries, blackberries, and 
blue berries require no special pre¬ 
paration. 

Halve apricots, plums, and prunes 
and remove the stones; apricot seed 
added to apricot jam give an agree¬ 
able nutty flavor, pick over fruit and 
wash in preserving kettle. 

Put on stove and bring gradually to 
a boil, stirring from time to time, the 
drier fruits such as apricots and 
plums may require some water to pre¬ 
vent from burning. Boil from 15 to 
20 minutes stirring and skimming 
frequently. Heat an equal quantity of 
sugar and add to boiling fruit. Boil 
10 to 15 minutes or until clear, stir- 
ing constantly, seat in jars. 


Useful Hints 

Salt added to water in which glasses 
are washed helps t 0 brighten tnem.

Custards should never be allowed to 
boil. If they do they will curdle.

Window plants should be sprink¬ 
led with cold tea, which keeps the soil 
free from worms. 

* * * 

Boiling water to which a little bor 
ax has been added will remove tea- 


Coal will he improved in heating 
power if a little saltpetre or soda, dis¬ 
solved in water, is sprinkled over it. 

* * * 

It is a mistake to use soda when 
scrubbing floors and tables. It makes 
the boards a bad color. Plenty of 
soap and water cleanses just as well. 

* • « 

To renovate brown boots and shoes 
wash them well in warm water and 
soft soap, using a hard nail brush. 
This will remove all the old and dirty 
polish. 

* * * 

Orange peel dried'and grated makes 
a delicious flavoring for many dishes. 
A little dried irange peel grated into 
vanilla extract will give a pudding a 
rich flavor. 

* * . 

To claify dripping put it into a bowl 
and pour on boiling water to cover, 
stir well, and allow to cool. The puri¬ 
fied dripping will then form a solid 
cake on the top, which, after it has 
been wiped dry, will be ready for use. 
* * * 

To skin a beetroot easily, without 
bleeding it or causing it to lose color, 
put it in cold water as soon as it is 
cooked- Then draw the hand gently 
down each one and the skin will drop 
off without trouble. 

* » » 

It often happens that when a lemon 
has been cut only half is used. It is 
a good plan to place the remaining 
half, cut side downwards on a plate 
and cover with a tumbler. This ex¬ 
cludes the air, and the lemon wHl keep 
fresh for some time.

Our teeth are the most imperish¬ 
able part of our bodies. They last for 
centuries. Next is our hair. After we 
pass away, the body turns to dust; 
even the hones crumble to powder, 
but the hair remains untouched by 
decay.

Doctors receiving their prescription 
forms for the month of August have 
been surprised to note a change in the 
form which will make it much more 
difficult to trace any prescriptions 
which the doctors may write than has 
been the case in the past. Formerly 
all forms have been provided with 
stubs, on which the medical man must 
make a record of each prescription 
given. At the end of the month the 
doctor was required to forward to the 
attorney general’s department his 
stub book, containing any forms 
which may not have been used. By 
by this means it has been possible to 
keep an absolute check on every pre¬ 
scription. This month, however, a hew 
form has been printed with no place 
for stub records and no instructions 
to return unused forms are given. 
Thus, in the opinion of many medical 
men, who are anxious to do every¬ 


thing possible to ensure absolute com¬ 
pliance with the laws, one of the 
checks on the abuse of docor’s privi¬ 
lege is removed
